Must Be Standard Size 


Strict Regulations Cover Cases For 
Exporting Canadian Eggs 

The latest amendment to the Egg 
Regulations of Canada decree that 
no Canadian eggs are to be exported 
out of Canada unless they are pack- 
ed in Canadian standard cases in 
packing material approved by the 
Dominion Minister of Agriculture. 

Canadian standard cases must be 
made to contain 30 dozen eggs and 
be constructed of clean, dry, and 
odourless woods. The ends and cen- 
tre partition must not be less than 
seven-sixteenths of an inch thick, 


and the sides, top, and bottom not 
less than one-quarter of an inch 
thick. For export out of Canada, 


the cases must be wired at both ends. 
It has been estimated that 19,500,-
